A recent conversation took 
place between myself and a 
spokesperson from the ABC. 

The spokesperson offered me 
some answers to the late showing 
of the Premier League football on 
Monday nights and as you will see, 
the answers are not exactly what 
we wanted to hear. 

Why don’t ABC show any 
Scottish football? 

We are not contracted to it. 

What about a round-up of 
the Endsleigh divisions? 

Again we are not contracted to 
show any. 

Who is? 

I don’t know. 

Why can’t the Premier 
League football be shown at an 
earlier time? 

The CSI House package does 
not arrive until the Monday night 


and the Network have stated that 
it must be shown on the day of 
arrival. 

Surely with modern 
technology, whereby matches 
can be shown “live” from 
anywhere in the world, you 
could negate that answer? 

‘The CSI House package is sent 
all over the world at that time and 
that’s when we receive it. They get 
all the “one camera games” — i.e. 
not the feature game of the week 
— which then goes to be edited 
and so on, with the feature match. 

We cannot transmit something 
that isn’t here. The package is 
normally received at 8pm on the 
night in question and no 
earlier...well maybe 7pm but 
definitely no earlier than that.

Ro Lee grabbed a 
stunning hat-trick as 
Newcastle made its first 
European night in 17 years 
‘one to remember, 

Manager Kevin Keegan 
had declared on the eve of 
the match that he wanted his 
side to become known 
throughout Europe, and its 
answer was to put on a 
display which will have the 
whole continent sitting up in 
fear. 

Lee's trio were all 
thumping headers as the 
Magpies showed exactly why 
they have grabbed 19 goals 
in their five Premiership 
matches so far, 

Keegan’s gamble in 
playing Peter Beardsley just 
three weeks after fracturing a 
cheekbone was vindicated as 
the impish England man 
showed all his qualities, 

And what made the 
performance even better was 
that it did not need a 
goalscoring contribution 
from Andy Cole, who was 
happy to play his part as a 
supplier as Lee’s triple-strike 
was augmented by Scott 
Sellars and substitute Steve 
Watson. 

Keegan could not have 
wished for a better start than 
Lee gave his side in the very 
first’ minute, the goal 
following a flowing move 
which summed up the 
manager's whole philosophy. 

Barry Venison fed the 
marauding John Beresford, 
and when the left-back 
crossed with pace, Lee hurled 
himself at the ball to send a 
flying header thundering into 
the comer of the net.
